A horse of great speed and rare courage, Lovely Night won four allowance 
races and two handicaps at two. At three he won five of his nine starts in- 
cluding the Constitution, Queens County, Empire City and Butler Handicap, set- 
ting a new track record of 1:57 2/5 for 1 3/16 miles. 

He defeated such great horses as Heelfly, Fighting Fox, Hash, Heather 
Broom, Porter’s Mite, *Isolater, and Sickle T. 

Lovely Night did not race at four and only started a couple of times at five. 
At six he won his first four starts in jumping races—he won the Amagansett, 
Cagliostro Hurdle Handicaps and Shillelah Steeplechase Handicap, and finished 
second in the Broad Hollow Steeplechase Handicap. 

His dam, Snooze, won seven races and also produced the stakes winners, 
Pompey’s Pillar, Royal Nap, Scholarship, and Slumber Song. 

Lovely Night entered the stud in 1943. His first crop of eight foals, now 
three-year-olds, five of which have started, include the stakes winners Lovely 
Imp (Polly Drummond Stakes), Sweet Dream (Gazelle Stakes), Ekard (handi- 
cap winner), and the winners Miss Loretta, Varodi (at 2 and 3), and Vim. His 
two year-old winners, 1948, are Miboys Sugar and Charm Prince. 

For the 1949 season, Lovely Night will stand at $500, money refunded if 
mare is not in foal October 1. Also standing at High Hope Farm are the stal- 
lions Vincentive and Pass Out.

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HISTORY FOOTNOTES 


Every once in a while we see names of 
horses running today which hark back to 
others which bore the same “tag” 
ago. 

For instance, a filly won the other day 
called Sonoma Belle. This recalled to us 
the original Sonoma Belle. which raced for 
Tom Mannix around 1904 at Brighton 
Beach. His colors were “yellow, black cres- 
cent and star, black bars on sleeves and 
cap.” which we mention because a similar 
set was observed at Belmont Park this last 
meeting belonging to Bill Mulholland. 
brother of Lucky Draw’s trainer. Bert. 
Sonoma Belle, the first. was bought by 
Mrs. C. Cochran, mother of Jockey Harry 
Cochran, and ran for her a few seasons, 
winning occasionally in cheap company. 

Another old name appearing these days 
is Water Color. There was a pretty good 
horse, the original one of that name. 
Watercolor (it was one word then) was a 
black. by *Watercress—Sabrina, by Nor- 
folk, owned by J. B. Haggin. and foaled 
in 1898. A picture horse, one of the most 
beautiful ever seen, he lived up to his 
looks. I saw him win the Century at 
Sheepshead Bay with the “Iceman,” Henry 
Spencer, up. Other stakes fell to him. 
too, the Swift, I think, and also the Tidal. 
at the Bay. the last-named being the last 
race “Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons rode in, 
astride a mare called Agnes D. 

Two other cognomens playing return en- 
gagements are High Ball and Tradition. 
The careers of these two brilliant- race 
horses were covered extensively in the

New Use Found for an Old Ruse 


New York 

The Aqueduct opening was another in- 
stance of New York horseplayers  mis- 
figuring each other, and probably a good 
thing. too. It was on the last of the ex- 
cessively hot days of the recent heat wave. 
and my own impression was that the race 
track would be both seething and crawling 
with customers, and could use the Black 
Hole of Calcutta as a vacation ground. 
Apparently this opinion was widespread, 
for so many people stayed away to avoid 
the crowd that there wasn’t one. The 
count was a little over 16,000. and conse- 
quently it was comfortable enough, be- 
cause that kind of crowd fits easily into 
Aqueduct. 

A few years ago this kind of figuring 
went the other way. The July 4 holiday 
fell on a Tuesday, and for most people 
Monday was a holiday too. Everybody 
was positive that the race track would be 
tmbearable on July 4, so they went on 
Monday instead, to avoid the crowd, with 
the result that the Monday crowd was a 
litle bigger than the one on July 4. 

The Bay Shore Handicap wasn’t any- 
thing to get excited about, except that 
Coincidence ran better than he has for 
some time, and that Energetic proved not 
quite up to competing with older horses. 
The 3-year-old was very much in the strug- 
gle until the last furlong. where Mehrtens 
got him clear along the rail and then found 
he had no horse left. 

Coincidence was never a great horse, 
but he’s been a pretty useful one since he 
began, and he is about Greentree’s only 
holdover from the golden days of Shut 
Out and Devil Diver. This was the fifth 
takes he has won, in spite of a career 
which has included more than one horse’s 
share of bad luck. 

Algasir was really the big attraction of 


the first week. He didn’t have the early 
speed to hold Olympia in the Babylon 
Handicap, but he brought him down in the 
stretch and was going away at the end. 
This was enough to justify his owner for 
all raises above $98,000, anyway. 


YOU CAN’T WIN. The *Kordofan in- 
cident was not good for anybody, except 
that it must have made one insurance com- 
pany happy. The South American ran in 
a claiming hurdle race last Friday, and 
G. H. (Pete) Bostwick claimed him for 
$5.200. *Kordofan, which was favorite, was 
doing all right until he went over the third 
obstacle from the finish, and there he 
broke his right hind leg—a comparatively 
unusual injury—and had to be destroyed. 
Of course the claim stood, and Bostwick 
had paid $5,200 for a dead horse. 

You would expect the E. P. Taylor sta- 
ble to pour a slight libation to the gods 
over this, but actually it lost money too. 
*Kordofan was insured for $6,000, and if 
there had been no claim would have got 
that amount, instead of $5,200, when the 
horse was destroyed. The insurance be- 
came invalid as soon as the ownership 
changed, which in these parts is about 15 
minutes before post time, and Bostwick 
didn’t take out any, so the insurance com- 
pany won going away. 


REPLACEMENT. Gallorette’s sale 
came as a surprise, of course, though the 
deal had been brewing for some weeks. 
W. L. Brann’s reasoning on the matter is 
perfectly clear, whether you agree with his 
conclusion or not. He had a farm full of 
*Challenger IL mares, including sisters to 
Gallorette, sisters to Pictor, and sisters to 
nearly every good horse he has raced. 
*Challenger IL is of course out of the 
question for them, even if he were not 


close to the end of his tether—there was 
one day this summer when hope for him 
was just about given up. Maryland un- 
fortunately doesn’t abound in top stallions, 
and shipping out to Kentucky or else- 
where is both troublesome and expensive. 

So, although this is my guess and is not 
authorized by Mr. Brann, who sensibly 
skipped Aqueduct, the obvious answer was 
to sell Gallorette and use the money to 
buy a stallion that would fit the mares at 
Glade Valley. 


FALSIES. Never thought Vd see a 
horse race in a brassiere. It would have 
made a better story if Camargo had won, 
instead of running fifth, in the feature last 
Friday, but maybe it'll do anyway. 

Camargo, like many another horse, has 
a habit of running down behind—that is, 
her hind pasterns flex far enough in ac- 
tion that she hits her ankles on the ground, 
and of course the sand scuffs them up a 
little. So she wears rundown bandages to 
prevent an injury which isn’t much in 
itself, but is in a likely place to get in- 
fected. 

Well, her owner trainer—Harry 
Lunger and H. S. Clark, respectively—dis- 
covered that the best thing they could find 
to protect Camargo’s ankles was a fem- 
inine appendage knows as “falsies,”” an ar- 
ticle which is suitably padded and is then 
worn by underprivileged ladies for the 
purpose of—shall we say?—deception. Or 
is it intimidation? Anyway, the stable 
buys “falsies” by the dozens, and they go 
on the ankles of Camargo and Service Pi- 
lot, which also runs down a little. The 
pads just fit around the ankle, they tell 
me, and are then covered by the wrapped 
bandages, making a live cushion for the 
horses. 

Of course I wanted to know at once who 
thought this one up, not to say how. It 
seems that the stable has an exercise boy 
who knows these things. 

“IT guess the people I buy them from 
think I’m erazy,” said Clark with some 
resignation. 

It’s highly probably. Don’t think an 
explanation would help any, either.

Mrs. Marie Moore 


Buys Gallorette 


The sale of Gallorette to Mrs. Marie A. 
Moore was announced last week by W. L. 
Brann. The 6-year-old daughter of *Chal- 
lenger 2nd—Gallette, by *Sir Gallahad 
3rd, will remain under the charge of Train- 
er E. A. Christmas. and will race for the 
remainder of the season under Mrs. 
Moore’s colors. The price paid for the 
world’s leading money-winning mare was 
said by Mrs. Moore to be “better” than 
$100,000. She will be bred next spring 
to Lovely Night, the son of Pilate recently 
bought by Mrs. Moore from Mrs. F. Am- 
brose Clark. 

The purchase of the noted race mare 
was another step in Mrs. Moore’s program 
of building up her Thoroughbred breeding 
stock. Whether other good fillies and 
mares will be bought by the mistress of 
High Hope Farm, at The Plains, Va., de- 
pends on their availability, “most of the 
good ones aren’t for sale,” she said. 

Mrs. Moore long has been interested in 
show horses. polo ponies, and hunting 
stock, but has been engaged in breeding 
Thoroughbreds only for the last few years. 
Her Virginia farm comprises 450 acres, 
devoted almost entirely to horses. In ad- 
dition to the 15 mares she owns, about 77 
board mares are kept. A pasture rota- 
tion parasite-control plan is in effect at 
the farm, and involves the grazing of cat- 
tle in connection with the horse program. 
Besides Lovely Night, Mrs. Moore owns 
the stallions Pass Out and Vincentive. 
The over-all farm management is super- 
vised by Mrs. Moore; Dr. Robert L. 
Humphrey is in charge of horse breeding. 

Gallorette was bred by Mr. Brann, who 
owns her sire, *Challenger 2nd. Until her 
sale last week the mare had raced for her 
breeder. During her racing career she has 
been trained by Mr. Christmas. 

She did not win a stakes at two, but was 
second in the Maryland Futurity and third 
in the Selima Stakes. In her first season 
she showed the consistency that has been 
one of her attributes: in eight starts she 
won three races, was three times second 
and twice third, earned $7,950. In 1945, at 
three, she won the Acorn and Empire City 
Stakes, the Pimlico and Delaware Oaks, 
was second in a division of the Wood Me- 
morial and in the Dwyer Stakes, earned 
$94,300. 

At four she had her best season finan- 
cially: from 18 starts she won six races, 
was second or third seven other times, 
earned $159,160. Her wins included the 
Metropolitan, Brooklyn, Bay Shore, and 
Beldame (first division) Handicaps. She 
placed in five other stakes. At five last 
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year she earned $90,275, from wins in the 
Queens County Handicap and the Wilson 
Stakes, seconds in the Whitney Stakes and 
the Saratoga. Aqueduct, Beldame (first di- 
vision), Scarsdale and Bryan and O’Hara 
Memorial Handicaps, thirds in the Metro- 
politan, Carter, Butler, Monmouth, and 
Ladies’ Handicaps. 

This year, up until she was sold, she 
had won the Carter Handicap and the Wil- 
son and Whitney Stakes. was second in the 
Firenze and Brooklyn Handicaps, third in 
the Gallant Fox and Top Flight Handi- 
caps, had earned $78,850. Her first start 
for Mrs. Moore was expected to be in the 
Beldame at Aqueduct on September 11. 
Her earnings of $430,535 to date place her 
seventh on the list of leading American 
money winners. She is the top mare in this 
category. Honeymoon, her nearest rival 
among the females, is almost $100,000 to 
the rear. 

Though raced by Mr. Brann, Gallorette 
was bred by Preston M. Burch. who owned 
her dam, Gallette. Mr. Brann and Mr. 
Burch had an arrangement whereby Gal- 
lette would be bred each year to *Chal- 
lenger 2nd. The men would alternate in 
the ownership of the foals. When Gal- 
lorette was born, it was Mr. Brann’s turn 
to get the foal. 


Expansion at Roseland 


Grant A. Dorland, owner of Roseland 
Farm, at Lexington, has bought the 5-year- 
old mare Stall Walker, by Bimelech— 
Pansy Walker. by *Sir Gallahad 3rd. She 
is in foal to Count Fleet. The sale was 
by the Clark Horse Agency. 

Purchase of the mare, Mr. Dorland says, 
is the beginning of an expanded breeding 
program at Roseland Farm, which he 
has been operating for the last five years: 
he has been keeping only five or six brood- 
mares, in the future he will keep about 
ten. For the present his stock will be main- 
tained at 50-acre Roseland on the Russell 
Cave pike. but he expects to buy addi- 
tional land to accommodate the mares and 
foals resulting from his expanded ac- 
tivities. 
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In preparation for the enlarged scope of 
activity. Mr. Dorland said, he has arranged 
for bookings to eleven stallions next year, 
They are Challedon (he is a member of the 
syndicate which recently bought the young 
stallion from W. L. Brann). Coldstream, 
Fighting Fox. Discovery, Ocean Wave. 
Reaping Reward, Roman, Unbreakable, 
Errard, Hoop, Jr., and Eight Thirty. 

During the short period in which he has 
been breeding Thoroughbreds, he said. he 
has bred ten foals over two. of which nine 
are winners and the other placed. 

Stall Walker, newest of his purchases, 
was unraced at two, won at three. Her 
dam won the Steger, Crete, and Latonia 
Autumn Handicaps, was second in the 
Saratoga Special and the Illinois Oaks. 
third in the Marquette Handicap. She js 
the dam of five winners. including No. 
madic, placed in stakes. *Erne, the see. 
ond dam, also produced Hadagal and six 
other winners. 


Jacomar Dies in Virginia 


At the Maine Chance Farm reduction 
sale at Saratoga August 20, C. T. Chenery 
purchased the stallion Jacomar for $3.500, 
Jacomar was sent to Mr. Chenery’s farm, 
The Meadow, near Richmond. Va. Two 
days later he died of a twisted intestine. 

Jacomar, bred by Charles Nuckols and 
foaled in 1937, was a chestnut horse by 
Jack High—Gay O’Mar. by *Gay Ronald; 
his third dam was the noted producer 
*Filante. Sold at Saratoga as a yearling, 
on Louis Feustel’s bid of $9,000, he did all 
his racing for Maine Chance, won six races 
and $19,820 at two and three. His stakes 
wins were in the Shevlin (in which he set 
a new track record of 1:4245 for 14 
miles), Huron Handicap, and Bay Shore 
Handicap. 

Sent to the stud at Leslie Combs 2nd’s 
Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. he had a to- 
tal of only 15 foals of racing age in his 
first four crops, including this year’s 2- 
year-olds. His winners are Ramojac. Dolly- 
mar, Lady Jacomar, Jet Plane, New Hope, 
Red Haw. and Daring Jack. He was a 
problem to his grooms, at times very dif- 
ficult to manage. 


SIMMONS YEARLINGS 


Twelve yearlings owned by Allen T. 
Simmons have been moved to Keeneland 
for breaking. They will be under the di- 
rection of Tony Esposito, who was simi- 
larly employed by the late Col. E. R. 
Bradley for many years. 

The crop includes one by Whirlaway, 
five by Eternal Bull, and six by Blue 
Swords. After breaking, they probably 
will be turned over to Trainer Frank 
Catrone, who will take them to Florida. 

In general charge of the Simmons horses 
at Lexington, including the stallions and 
broodmares, is Dr. Horace N. Davis. 
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STAKES AND HORSES 


Two-Year-Old Division Busy; 
Sequence Renews an Old Story 


Two-year-olds did most of the running 
in the major races last week. Nell K. won 
the Astarita Stakes, Sequence won the 
Princess Pat, Imacomin the World’s Play- 
sround Stakes, and Algasir the Babylon 
Handicap. 

It was no surprise to horsemen or horse- 
players that Sequence won her race. The 
record of Owner-breeder Brownell Combs, 
Trainer John Goode, and the line of Myr- 
tlewood are well known to Chicago race- 
goers. Sequence therefore was the Princess 
Pat favorite at $1.40 to $1. 

It was different in the Astarita, at Aque- 
duct. The public was familiar with Lady 
Dorimar. Gaffery, and others of the field 
of 16. But except for Trainer John B. 
Partridge. an old-timer at racing, the 
maiden filly Nell K. and her connections 
were only slightly known. Her sire, Crow- 
foot. had raced very little. When he was 
struggling to win two races from 13 starts 
at three, Whirlaway was scooping up the 
Triple Crown and other assorted prizes in 
the division. Her dam, Sea Elf, was un- 
raced. Her breeder and owner, James 
Norris, of Spring Hill Farm, at Paris. Ky., 
was comparatively new to the Turf. 

Nell K.’s lamp was not long dimmed. 
From an outside post position, Jockey 
Doug Dodson hustled her into the lead 
after the first quarter, kept her there to 
the finish. She finished the six furlongs 
in 1:1485 (1:1525. according to Daily Rac- 
ing Form), had a length-and-a-half margin 
wer J. C. Brady’s Tassel. Flying Ship 
took third, a nose in front of Sabot. 

In the crowded field, some of the fillies 
may not have run their true race, but Nell 
K. showed at her best. It was her first win 
from three starts. She had been fifth in 
her first trial, at Aqueduct on June 19, 
had not come out again until August 30, 
when she was second to Flying Ship in an 
allowance race. 

Sequence had fewer rivals to overcome 
in Washington Park’s Princess Pat Stakes, 
but they carried heavy guns, and had ex- 
perienced more racing than the Combs 
filly, which had started only twice previ- 
ously, These apparent disadvantages 
turned out to be not very real, once Se- 
quence started running. After disposing 
of Easy Out. her early challenger, she 
raced strongly to hold off Stole, which she 
beata nose. Alsab’s Day. slow to start but 
fast at the finish, was third. 


Time for the six furlongs was 1:10. In 
the following race Spy Song also won in 
1:10. The Dixiana horse ran his first 
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quarter in :2144, 
slower. 


Sequence went a fifth 
But Myrtlewood’s granddaughter 
ran her last quarter in :2525, Spy Song 
covered his in :2535. As a non-winner of 
$10.000, Sequence got four pounds off the 
base weight of 119. Only the stakes win- 
ners Alsab’s Day and Pail of Water car- 
ried the full assignment; all the others re- 
ceived four pounds. 

The filly gave Count Fleet his third 
stakes winner in his first crop of foals. The 
other two are Ennobled (dead heat in 
Dover Stakes) and Our Fleet (Frizette 
Stakes). 

Imacomin’s win in the World’s Play- 
ground Stakes at Atlantic City was a con- 
tinuation of earlier successes for her and 
Harry Isaacs’ Brookfield Stable. She had 
won the Rancocas Stakes and was second 
to Raise You in the Polly Drummond. In 
the Atlantic City feature for 2-year-olds, 
she was on the lead throughout the six fur- 
longs. Sun Bahram was 21% lengths be- 
hind her, a length ahead of Overexposed. 
Eternal World, the topweight at 122. tried 
to race with Imacomin in the early fur- 
longs. couldn’t make it. 
Imacomin carried 119, 

On Wednesday before Nell K. won the 
Astarita, Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s Algasir 
came out at Aqueduct for the Babylon 
Handicap. His chief competition was 
F. W. Hooper’s Olympia. which rushed 
into the lead, some two lengths ahead of 
the $106,000 gelding. In stretch 
Algasir passed him, won by almost two 
lengths. Blue Counsellor was third, eight 
lengths behind Olympia. Time, 1:1214. 


He was seventh.

A minor constellation of good 2-year-old fillies 
came out for the Astarita, and the result immeasur- 
ably increased the magnitude of one of them. The 
public favorites, Foxecateher Farm’s Gaffery and 
Woodvale Farm’s Lady Dorimar ran into poor rac- 
ing luck; Lady Dorimar got away quite slowly 
and Gaffery was shuffled back on the turn. Both ran 
well in the stretch but finished just behind the 
four longshots which shared the money. 


Nell K.’s emergence put a new farm and an 
obscure sire on the map. She was bred by James 
D. Norris at Spring Hill Farm, a small nursery 
established by Mr. Norris about three years ago 
just at the edge of Paris, Ky., on the Georgetown 
road. Mr. Norris bought the farm from Mrs. 
D. S. Henry, sold off a part of it, including the 
residence, developed the remainder as a horse farm 
for the first time, set up a small band of brood- 
mares and the stallion Crowfoot. 

The hand of the veteran trainer John B. Part- 
ridge, who saddled Nell K., could be seen all 
through the preliminaries which led up to her 
existence. Crowfoot, bought by H. P. Headley for 
$3,000 as a yearling at the Xalapa Farm dispersal 
in 1939, had raced first for Mr. Headley, who sold 
him at three to Mr. Partridge. Crowfoot was an 
oversize fellow, difficult to train, and he earned 
only $2,385 during his two seasons of racing, but 
Partridge formed a high opinion of him, thought 
he ought to have a chance at stud. The chance he 
got was not too promising; only four foals by 
Crowfoot had been registered through 1946. 

One of the mares to which he was bred was Sea 
Elf, an unraced daughter of Halcyon. Partridge 
had bought Sea Elf as a yearling from Charles A. 
Asbury’s Saratoga consignment of 1940: he paid 
$450, the lowest price paid for any of the seven 
Haleyons sold in that year of low prices. 

From these obscure origins has come what ap- 
pears to be one of the best of the 2-year-old fillies. 
John Partridge will be very proud of her. 

For James Norris a Thoroughbred farm in Ken- 
tucky is a pinpoint on a nationwide map of ac- 
tivity. A resident of Chicago, he is one of the 
biggest grain operators in the country. 
many hundreds of thousands 
of acres, in different states. His sporting inter- 
ests include an association with the Chicago Sta- 
dium and Madison Square and ownership of the 
Detroit Red Wings hockey team.

In the early 1920°s. when Brownell Combs was 
beginning to breed Thoroughbreds at his late fa- 
ther’s Bel Air. near Lexington, he scored his first 
successes with fillies—Anna M. Humphrey and 
Sweetheart. As the years have gone by he has 
gradually strengthened his belief that the most de- 
pendable influence working for the success of a 
breeding farm is the sequence of racing and breed- 
ing class passing down from mother to daughter. 
The result of the Princess Pat was a case in 
point. Sequence is the third top-class race mare 
in a suecession bred by Mr. Combs. (But her Prin- 
cess Pat victory alone was worth more than Myrtle- 
wood earned in her entire career.) 

Mr. Combs bought *Frizeur from John E. Mad- 
den in 1925. He had become acquainted with this 
mare’s family. through Frizette, while visiting in 
France. 

While owned by Mr. Madden, *Frizeur had pro- 
duced Janet Blair. dam of Heather Broom, and 
Black Curl, a stakes winner whose line has been 
represented in recent years by the Kentucky Derby 
winner Jet Pilot, through the stakes winner Black 
Wave. For Mr. Combs, *Frizeur produced the 
stakes winners Pairbypair. Crowning Glory, and 
Myrtlewood. in addition to other winners. Myrtle- 
wood was one of the fastest fillies of modern rac- 
ing. Since being retired to the stud she has foaled 
the stakes winners Miss Dogwood and Durazna, the 
winners Crepe Myrtle and Spring Beauty. 

Last month Crepe Myrtle, by Equipoise, was in 
the news as the dam of Myrtle Charm, an Alsab 
filly which won the Spinaway Stakes at Saratoga. 
Myrtle Charm, bred by Mr. Combs and his nephew. 
Leslie Combs 2nd, was sold at Keeneland last sum- 
mer to Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham for $27,000. 

Last week another of the family stepped into the 
circle of stakes winners. It was Sequence, a Count 
Fleet filly out of Miss Dogwood. As he frequently 
does with fillies, Mr. Combs had kept this one, 
turned her over to Trainer John Goode, who had 
trained Myrtlewood for a time. Against a field

MELBOURNE 

Death occurred in Sydney on August 
23 of Mr. Percy Miller, for more than 30 
years the outstanding studmaster in Aus- 
tralia. Mr. Miller began his career in the 
trotting world with the aid of Shannon’s 
first trainer, the late Peter Riddle. but 
then changed over to the racing and 
breeding of gallopers. 

You could write volumes on the stud 
ventures of Mr. Miller, who was a most 
likeable man and generous to a degree. 
He established the famous Kia Ora (a Ma- 
ori expression meaning “Good Luck”) 
Stud about 30 years ago. His first sire 
was the imported horse Flippant. Then 
came a long line of fashionably bred 
English horses which did untold good for 
the breeding industry in this country. 

They included Demosthenes, Magpie. 
Pantheon. Constant Son, Midstream (sire 
of *Shannon 2nd), Saltash, Sarchedon. 
Piccadilly. Double Remove, Agincourt. 
Delville Wood, Legionnaire, Spelthorne. 


Best of all of them was Magpie (by 
Dark Ronald) who gave the Turf such 
great horses as Windbag (Melbourne 
Cup), Amounis (winner of more than £48.- 
000) and the great staying mare Loqua- 
cious. 

Magpie sired the winner of more than 
£300.000. Pantheon £209.000, Constant 
Son £118.247. and Mildstream £170,000 
and still going strong. Mildstream was 
the leading sire in Australia last season 
with more than £50.000 to his credit. 

Mr. Miller bred Talking, who was once 
sold for £19,000, Chatham, Winooka (he 
raced in the States), *Shannon 2nd. Dash- 
ing Cavalier, Young Idea. Carry On, Fem- 
inist, Avenger and Murray Stream. He 
sent his first batech—three yearlings—into 
the sale ring in Sydney in 1916. In 194] 
he created a Kia Ora record and also an 
Australian record by offering 108 year- 


lings. 


LEADING SIRES. The imported stallion 
Midstream, by Blandford from Midsum- 
mer, topped the winning sires list for Aus- 
tralia for the 1947-48 season with the splen- 
did record of 33 winners of 62 races worth 
£52,407, a credit to the high stakes in this 
country. 

In second place was Dhoti, once owned 
by the Aga Khan. Dhoti’s progeny ended 
the year with £49,243 to their credit. 

Dhoti has headed the list more than once 
and is one of the most successful sires 
ever imported to Australia. He is owned 


by Mr. E. A. Underwood of famous War- 
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laby Park Stud near Melbourne. Helios 
(by Hyperion) is there also. A new ad- 
dition for the season is the English sire 
Masthead, a son of Blue Peter, and _ re- 
puted to have cost Mr. Underwood the big 
sum of £12.500. 

*Shannon 2nd, a son of Midstream, has 
won more than $110,000 in the United 
States this season. On the basis of the 
Australian pound, this adds more than 
£34.000 to Midstream’s aggregate. 

Midstream is at the Kia Ora Stud in 
New South Wales. Mr. Miller spent more 
than £100,000 importing horses from Eng- 
land during the 30 odd years he was the 
leading studmaster of Australia. 

Murray Stream was Midstream’s best 
Australian winner.

Columnist Leading Winner 


MELBOURNE 

Australia’s racing season of 1947-48 has 
ended. The finish was made memorable 
when Columnist. our best horse. added 
lustre to a grand record by winning a new 
race. the Sydney Turf Club’s Cup at Rose. 
hill, in the easiest possible fashion, with 
133 pounds on his back. He was an even. 
money favorite and scored by four lengths, 
running the one and a half miles in the 
smart time of 2:30°4. 

Columnist is topweight with 136 pounds 
in both the Caulfield and Melbourne Cups 
to be run in October and November. Ford 
Transport was given 137 in the Melbourne 
Cup, but the imported son of Fairford has 
been scratched. 

Columnist won £22.505 during last sea- 
son. It is a record for all time for Aus. 
tralia. The previous best standing was to 
the credit of the Melbourne Cup winner, 
Windbag, which won £21.000 in the 1925. 
26 racing year. 

Columnist won ten races during the 
1947-48 season and his total stakes earn- 
ings are £28.773. He was not to race 
again until late August. when he was to 
start in the Warwick Stakes, a weight-for- 
age event at Randwick. 

Another winner at Rosehill was San 
Domenico, a 2-year-old by Hua (son of 
Heroic, sire of Ajax) from Arpina. He 
is unbeaten from threé starts. He is hailed 
as a freak galloper in Sydney. Being a 
gelding, he cannot run in the AJC Derby 
at Randwick or the Victoria Derby at 
Flemington. This year the AJC Derby 
is worth £10,000 and it means a great 
chance lost to Mr. R. Formosa, owner of 
San Domenino.

Hearing Starts Chain Reaction: 


Five Men Now Under Suspension 


Los ANGELES 


It may be a long time before racing in 
California is able to wipe off all the mud 
smeared on it as a result of the Jack Engle 
mess. Whether the personable young 
trainer for Robert S. Howard is guilty 
or not, the fact remains that a great many 
people in racing have done a great damage 
to the sport they should love. 

Under the rules of racing. Engle is held 
responsible for the doping of the 2-year- 
olds Fractured and Criss Cross during the 
recent Hollywood Park meeting, and for 
running another horse, Gallavant. which 
had been nerved. The three-day hearing 
before the California Horse Racing Board 
has just come to a close at the War Me- 
morial Building in La Jolla, and at the 
latest count five men have been suspended. 

More or less in the order of their im- 
portance, the men are 


Engle, who took the stand in his own 
defense to deny everything. 

Andrew Coghill, stable foreman, whom 
another groom in the Howard barn (Rob- 
ert H."Patterson) accused of being the man 
who “needled” Fractured and Criss Cross. 

Robert H. Brennan, still another groom 
in the Howard barn, who signed a con- 
fession that he “doped” the horses. He is 
being held under $25.000 bail on four fel- 
ony charges. 


J. R. (Red) Gregory. an owner and 
trainer who has had various misunder- 
standings with the Commission before, and 
who is suspended now on a charge of falsi- 
fication of his license application. 

And Howard K. Pore. a race track char- 
acter who testified “they” would “get” En- 
gle if he shipped to Hollywood Park. 
Once on the stand. Pore refused to am- 
plify who he meant by “they.” and his 
sullen and contemptuous attitude prompt- 
ed Chairman Loyd Wright to give him a 
tongue lashing and rule him off every 
race track in the State. It is doubtful if 
he will return again, at least soon, and it 
is unimportant. 

From the moment the news broke. the 
story has been given the full treatment by 
the California press. Yet. despite all the 
notoriety, Engle probably would have re- 
ceived a six-month suspension under other 
circumstances. This has been the cus- 
tomary sentence in all such cases in Cal- 
ifornia. Instead, he has already been 
under suspension for two months, and 
there is a strong possibility it will be an- 
other 90-days. or even more. before the 
commission reaches a final verdict. 


$50—OR $5.000? The reason for this. 
and the reason why the “circumstances” 
of this case are like no other. is Brennan. 
He entered the case mysteriously from his 


cell in the Terminal Island prison at Say 
Pedro, where he was awaiting probable de. 
portation to Canada by immigration ay. 
thorities. He had been jailed late in July 
for illegal entry into the country two years 
ago. 

His name, he said. was Robert H. Brep. 
nan. 

Yes. he worked as a groom in the Hoy. 
ard stable. 

Yes, he said he “doped” the two horses 
because he was given $50 by a character 
he knew only as “Mac.” 

Hauled down to Del Mar to look over 
the crowd. Brennan could not locate 
“Mac.” Hauled before Municipal Judge 
H. Leonard Kaufman, in Los Angeles, he 
was charged with violation of the narcotics 
act and held for superior court trial un. 
der $25.000 bond. In denying a motion 
for a reduction of bail. Judge Kaufman 
observed “there is a strong suspicion 
Brennan is merely a stooge for more im- 
portant individuals.” The district  attor. 
ney, the newspapers reported, is investi- 
gating a “rumor” Brennan was paid $5,000 
to take the rap. 

Most damaging evidence against Engle 
and Coghill was given by Dr. J. L. Rob- 
bins, former veterinarian for the Howard 
stable, and Patterson, the groom.  Rob- 
bins, a young doctor who apparently was a 
close friend of Engle’s at one time, testi- 
fied that he had been “threatened if he 
dared come before the Commission and 
tell the truth.” Robbins said that after 
he shaved Gallavant’s leg, Engle stormed, 
“Why the hell did you do that? I already 
knew he had been nerved; I just paid a 
bill for it.” 


Patterson, a race track 
veteran of 48 years, testified that he crept 
into a stall on the other side of the barn

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and through a crack between the boards 
watched Coghill, the stable foreman, tie 
Fractured and “needle” him. The pro- 
cedure, he said. took about 10 minutes. 
Fractured won his race that afternoon, 
June 29. The next day, Patterson said, 
he crept into a stall occupied by *Black 
Fox 2nd, and saw Coghill go through the 
same procedure with Cross Cross. On 
other occasions, Patterson added, he saw 
Engle and Coghill “needle” two other 
Thoroughbreds, Albreak and Whatucall- 
um. 

Patterson also testified that he saw Cog- 
hill enter Drumbeat’s stall on two occa- 
sions last winter at Santa Anita Park and 
apply a battery to the colt. On cross ex- 
amination by Alfred Jay Luke, Engle’s at- 
torney, Patterson admitted he had been 
critical of Engle as a trainer. but denied 
he had demanded money following a stakes 
victory scored by Drumbeat. 

Luke subpoenaed press releases made 
public at Hollywood Park at the time the 
stories broke, and intimated that he and 
the California Thoroughbred Owners and 
‘raiuers Association might have some- 
thing to say about this later. He did not 
elaborate. but what he meant. apparently, 
was that news should be withheld until 
such time as the accused horseman is 
given a hearing. 

Only a day or two later a prominent 
Hollywood actor woke up in jail. where 
he had been swept in a raid staged by the

Mr. Formosa has a great opinion of San 
Domenico. After the gelding’s win at 
Rosehill he announced his intention to 
run him in the Santa Anita Handicap and 
the Hollywood Gold Cup next year. 

Seemingly. Shannon’s form in Califor- 
nia is beginning to carry weight with the 
owners of good horses in Australia. Fur- 
thermore. they realize the excellent stakes 
money to be won in important events in 
your country. Perhaps by this time next 
year it will be possible to fly horses across 
the Pacific. 

With another racing season at an end, 
one must give the palm to Columnist as 
the best horse of the period, but he is not, 
of course, in the same class as *Bern- 
horough, which was the last outstanding 
champion in Australia. 

Royal Gem (Dhoti—French is 
getting on in years but his autumn form 
was so brilliant that he must be rated high 
among the best in the land. He has win- 
tered well and is due in Melbourne to be 
prepared for the spring. With him will 
come his half brother Beau Gem (Helios— 
French Gem) and his full brother Crown 
Gem, as well as his yearling sister, who 
has not been named. 


THE HANDLE. Betting was on a big 
sale throughout the season, the totali- 
sator total for Melbourne alone exceeding 
{7.000.000. Official statistics reveal that 
bookmakers “hold” at least six times as 
much as the machine. This will indicate 
that Australians are fond of a little wager 
now and then. 

Fred Hoysted was the leading trainer in 
Melbourne, Bailey Payten in Sydney, and 
Ike Reid in Adelaide. 

Harold Badger. who is 41 years old, was 
the leading jockey in Melbourne. He 
hopes to ride in England next season. I 
think he will, too. Jack Thompson led the 
way in Sydney, and one of the wonders of 
the age, Mick Medhurst, topped the score 
in Adelaide for the fifteenth time. 

Medhurst is 50 years old and has ridden 
well over 1.000 winners. He is a first-class 
cricketer, footballer, and swimmer. He 
plays tennis: well, and is one of the best 
trap and field shots in Australia. When 
he calls it a day, he is renowned for his 
ability at cribbage. 

0. R. Porter was tops among the owners 
in Melbourne with £14,938. Counting win- 
nings in other States, his horses won £21.,- 
79 in the year. But Columnist put his 
owners—Frank Packer and the executors 
of the estate of the late F. Smith—in front 
for the Australian honors. 

Stakes distributed in the six States ex- 
ceeded £1.200.000 for the season, but final 
betting figures for the whole of the coun- 
tty will not be available for several weeks.

HAMBURG BELLE. An __ interesting 
link between American and Australian rac- 
ing happened recently when the veteran 
trainer Jim Accola handed in his license 
because of ill health. 

Before he became a successful trainer 
in Melbourne, he held a jockey’s license 
for about 20 years. His greatest win was 
on the American-bred mare Hamburg 
Belle, in an Adelaide Cup in South Aus- 
tralia. 

Hamburg Belle will, no doubt, have 
some interest to Neil Newman and many 
others who went racing more than 40 
years ago. Hamburg Belle was imported 
to Australia, roughly about 36 years ago 
and was by *Planudes from a mare named 
Saratoga Belle, by Henry of Navarre. 

In 1914, Hamburg Belle struck a patch 
of good staying form by winning the Ade- 
laide Cup of a mile and five furlongs with 
Accola in the saddle. A month later in 
the same city, she won the Alderman Cup. 
This was a sound effort, as she had to 
lump 125 pounds over one mile and three- 
quarters. 

I think [ am correct in stating that a 
good horse named Green Seal—he raced 
here and went to the stud under that name 
—came to this country on the same boat 
as Hamburg Belle. 

Green Seal was by Greenan from Gold- 
seal, by *Goldfinch, and years ago there 
were rumors——never confirmed, let me tell 
you—that he had raced under another 
name in the United States and that there 
was much trouble about it. 

Anyway, Green Seal was a brilliant gal- 
loper and once held the South Australian 
record for a mile. At the stud, with lim- 
ited opportunities, he sired scores of win- 
ners which could both sprint and stay. 

Perhaps THe Brioop-Horse will receive 
from some local historian with a good 
memory or better records, something about 
Hamburg Belle and Green Seal that would 
be more interesting on your side of the 
Pacific than on this. 


A Progress Report 
On Drug Analysis 


The Harvard University Department of 
Legal Medicine has developed improved 
methods for detecting the presence of 
small amounts of drugs in animals, it has 
been announced. As a result of the re- 
search, race track authorities are better 
equipped for coping with the illegal ad- 
ministration of drugs to greyhounds and 
race horses. 

A preliminary report of the studies. re- 
leased by Harvard. said the work had been 
undertaken at the request of the Massa- 
chusetts State Racing Commission. An- 
other result of the investigations has been 
a gain in knowledge regarding the admin- 
istration and detection of drugs in man. 

As an example, the report cited. “in the 
case of certain barbiturate compounds it 
is now possible to correlate the blood con- 
centration of the drug with the amount 
taken in, and the time of taking with the 
clinical effect. Also. new light has been 
shed on the relative merits of drugs which 
have similar chemical composition.” 

It now will be possible to obtain addi- 
tional information on the speed and means 
by which the body disposes of various 
drugs. This will aid toxicologists in iden- 
tifying chemical agents in certain cases of 
delayed death by poisoning. It also will 
aid in the emergency treatment of persons 
who are unconscious possibly from an 
overdose of drugs. 

Methods for testing racing animals have 
been improved, particularly in identifying 
the presence in the body of the more im- 
portant and commonly used depressants 
and stimulants. Further work will be re- 


‘quired on newer and rarer drugs which 


might be used on animals. 

The identity of drugs used in the experi- 
ments was not made public. 

Co-operating with the Harvard research- 
ers were the Eastern Racing Association 
(Suffolk Downs), the Revere Racing Asso- 
ciation, the Taunton Greyhound Associ- 
ation, and the Massasoit Greyhound Asso- 
ciation. Harold R. Allen, chairman of the 
Massachusetts commission, expressed the 
gratification of his group over the progress 


of the work, and its application to human 
beings as well as to animals.

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Equine Virus Abortion Vaccine

Equine virus abortion vaccine is pre- 
pared from selected livers of virus fetuses. 
It is treated with formalin to kill the virus. 
Most of the mares vaccinated in Kentucky 
during the past 2 years received vaccine 
from a single lot of processed liver tissue. 

According to the records of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Pathology, 539 pregnant 
mares, on 15 farms, were treated in the 
fall of 1946 with the formalinized liver 
vaccine. None of these mares aborted a 
virus fetus. 

On 5 other farms 66 other pregnant 
mares also were vaccinated, but not until 
outbreaks of virus abortion had occurred 
on the farms. Within 30 days after these 
66 mares were vaccinated, 5 more cases of 
virus abortion occurred, and then no more 
appeared after that period of time. 

In the fall of 1947 a total of 851 preg- 
nant mares on 38 farms were vaccinated. 
No cases of virus abortion were reported 
in these mares. 

On 15 other farms 28 cases of virus 
abortion were examined, and on 8 of these 
farms a total of 213 pregnant mares were 
vaccinated after one or more cases of 
virus abortion had appeared. Of these 
213 mares, 2 aborted virus fetuses in less 
than 30 days following vaccination and 
one aborted after 60 days. Still another 
mare produced a foal 108 days after vac- 
cination, but the foal died of virus infec- 
tion. within 3 days after birth. Although 
a few of the 213 vaccinated mares aborted 
from other causes, they did not present any 
more cases of virus abortion. 

Of the remaining 7 farms where the 
abortion virus appeared and the exposed 
mares were not vaccinated, there was one 
on which 9 mares aborted out of a stable 
of 10. On a second farm a non-vaccinated 
mare that had been added to a group of 
vaccinated mares aborted a virus fetus. No 
other cases appeared in that stable of 
mares. A third farm presented an aborted 
fetus but the cause of abortion was not de- 
termined. Since there was a_ possibility 
that it might have been a case of virus 
abortion, 16 pregnant mares on the farm 
were vaccinated. One of these mares 
aborted a virus fetus 76 days after vaccina- 
tion. 

On a fourth farm the virus abortion case 
was that of a draft mare and there were 
no other pregnant mares. The fifth and 
6th farms presented foals that had lived 
only a few hours and that showed typical

lesions of virus infection, but as this oe. 
curred late in the foaling season there was 
no need to vaccinate the few remaining 
pregnant mares, most of which had passed 
their term or were due to foal within g 
few weeks. 

The 7th case was observed in a_ foal 
which had lived for 31 days. On post. 
mortem examination it showed all the typ. 
ical lesions of equine virus infection. 

In experimental mares of the Depart. 
ment, losses from equine virus abortion 
have occurred only in non-vaccinated 
mares. Both vaccinated and_ non-vacci- 
nated animals were exposed by injection 
of virus-fetus materials. Others were ex. 
posed by persons who autopsied virus 
abortion cases and then handled the vac. 
cinated and non-vaccinated pregnant mares 
without taking any precautions to prevent 
the spread of the virus. Non-vaccinated 
mares of the experimental band have 
aborted virus fetuses under similar condi- 
tions of exposure. 

The foregoing records on the use of the 
virus-fetus liver vaccine indicate that it has 
some value. However, the number of preg- 
nant mares subjected to critical tests with 
this vaccine has not been great enough 
definitely to prove its effectiveness. The 
results gained through general use of it 
have been favorable, although most of the 
evidence has been indirect. At the present 
time there is no method of evaluating the 
potency of the vaccine and therefore no 
way of assuring that other lots will prove 
equally effective. 


SUMMARY. In the fall months of the 
past two years 1,390 pregnant mares lo- 
cated on 53 farms were vaccinated against 
virus abortion. As far as the records show 
none of these mares aborted from that 
disease, even though outbreaks of it oc- 
curred on some of the adjoining farms. 

In addition, 279 pregnant mares on 13 
other farms were vaccinated after out- 
breaks of the disease had occurred. Of 
these 279 mares 7 aborted within less than 
30 days after vaccination, one after 60 
days after vaccination, and one gave birth 
to a live foal 108 days after vaccination. 
This foal died within 3 days of birth. All 
9 specimens presented lesions of virus in- 
fection. 

There also was a case of virus abortion 
that came 76 days after vaccinating a band 
of pregnant mares in which an abortion 
of undetermined origin had suggested the 
use of the vaccine.

Star King Wins the Gimcrack; 
My Love Defeats Bey in Trial 


YORK 
We were able to repel most of the 
French invasion at York’s 
four-day meeting. They were only able to

register a single success. So we were quite 
pleased with ourselves. York is one of 
fve non-profit-making courses in Great 
Britain. All the profits are ploughed back 
into the business, and the sole desire is to 
put on the most attractive programmes 
that can be conceived. The meeting is 
now most capably run by Mr. L. L. Firth, 
who is also the Jockey Club starter. He 
has proved efficient in each task. 

York race course is an open piece of 
land called the Knavesmire and racing has 
taken place probably for longer than the 
records disclose. There is a straight and 
perfectly flat six-furlong course. The round 
course is of two miles, with only one bend. 
There is one unique race known as the 
Gimerack Stakes. It is for 2-year-olds at 
six furlongs, and the owner of the winner 
is the guest of the evening at the Gimcrack 
Club Dinner which is held at York in De- 
cember. Last year it was won by Mr. 
William Woodward with Black Tarquin. 


We regretted he was unable to be present 
at the dinner. The guest of the evening is 
expected to discourse on Turf politics, and 
many notable speeches have been made in 
the past. This year the honour falls to 
Mr. Wilfred Harvey, who is in business as 
a publisher. As a comparative newcomer 
to the ranks of ownership, he may have 
some fresh views to express. 

Mr. Harvey’s colours were carried by 
Star King. The colt was so much superior 
to the opposition that it was in no sense a 
race. Right from the start Star King com- 
manded his rivals with ease. He immedi- 
ately shot into a clear lead and kept up the 
gallop so well that nothing ever looked like 
getting in an effective challenge. It was 
a good-class field and the only thing that 
surprised me was that three others should 
have been preferred in the market. 


Star King had pretty well done all that 
was asked of him. He had taken part in 
five races, four of which he had won in 
runaway fashion. The one defeat was 
when he was beaten a short head by Aber- 
nant in the National Breeders’ Produce 
Stakes at Sandown. I have already told 


how that was a disputed verdict, and that 
Star King would certainly have won in a 
few more strides. I had also given it as 
my opinion that Abernant was the fastest 
2-year-old seen out at Ascot, so the market 
opposition to Star King was difficult to 
understand. 

There were some who thought Star King 
ad not been impressive when winning 
over six furlongs at Goodwood, but his 
time was still the fastest of all the six- 
furlong 2-year-old races at the meeting. 
The watch definitely showed that Star King 
was a top-class 2-year-old. He can no 
longer be denied that honour.

BY HIMSELF. Star King raced by 
himself on the far side of the course. Those 
on his wing of the field never got near him. 
On the other side of the course Ascot win- 
ner Makarpura and unbeaten Luminary 
engaged in a close struggle from start to 
finish. The nearest they got to the win- 
ner was at the winning post, when the 
judge estimated Makarpura was _ three 
lengths behind. It was only in the last 
furlong that Makarpura was able to get 
the better of Luminary. They were sep- 
arated by three-quarters of a length. 
Makarpura is a stylish colt and was turned 
out in perfect trim. He just lacked the 
brilliance of the quick actioned Star King. 
who covers a lot of ground in his stride for 
a small colt. 

Luminary had won two races at New- 
market in such impressive style without be- 
ing off the bit that he was made favourite. 
He was now shown to fall short of the first 
class. He was going so easily at the end 


of half a mile as to suggest he might make 
a race of it. but little was forthcoming 
when he was off the bit and asked to race 
in earnest. He had been cast in his box 
overnight but came to no harm. The train- 
er was content to accept the result with 
the laconic remark: “He is not quite so 
good as we had thought.” 


My Love’s Victory

The country has been alive with rumors 
that My Love will not run for the St. Leger. 
For weeks the bookmakers have been 
tempting the public with a list of prices. 
My Babu was once a 2 to 1 favorite. Then 
at Goodwood the bookmakers put the cat 
amongst the pigeons by extending the 
odds.

There is a story that 
the colt is to be syndicated at £5.000 q 
share and will not run for the St. Leger, 
We shall see what happens. I am no 
passing any opinion. Whatever may be 
happening behind the scenes. there is not 
the slightest doubt that My Love is thor. 
oughly well in himself. 

His former stable companion. Royal 
Drake. now trained at Beckhampton by his 
half owner, Mr. Herbert Blagrave. who 
trains his own horses. was expected to 
have his first outing since the French Derby 
at Salisbury this week. He is joint second 
favourite with Noor. with Mr. William 
Woodward’s Black Tarquin next in de. 
mand. I can give the assurance that Black 
Tarquin has pleased enormously since his 
grand fight with Italian, Tenerani. at As. 
cot. Black Tarquin has been most impres- 
sive in recent gallops and has made many 
friends at Newmarket. [On August 25, 
Royal Drake won the Manton Stakes at 
134 miles, same distance as the St. Leger. 
His stable companion Vic Day was second. 
Both are expected to start in the St. 
Leger. ] 

For a long time My Babu was second 
favourite. Now he has got an Irishman’s 
rise and has been knocked right out in the 
betting.

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ANTI-CRIBBING OPERATION 


The July number of the Journal of the 
American Veterinary Medical Association 
includes an article by Dr. John D. Gadd, 
of Towson, Md., on his experience with 
the operation, originated by Dr. Forssell 
of Sweden, for the correction of cribbing. 

The operation consists of removing three 
neck muscles which the horse needs to in- 
dulge this vice. commonly known as wind- 
sucking. 

Dr. Gadd has used the operation mostly 
on mares in foal, but lately also on stal- 
lions and horses in training. “It has proved 
to be very much worth while. All the 
horses have put on weight.” He describes 
his own modifications in Dr. Forssell’s 
technique. 


own way and nothing ever got near enough 
to make a race of it.

It is hoped she 
will now keep well. in which case she will 
take on the best of the fillies in the Chev- 
eley Park Stakes at Newmarket in the au- 
tumn. That will define her proper class. 
All I will say at the moment is that she is 
a filly of fine speed. She is a daughter of 
Fairford. who is doing better at the stud 
than when he was in training. That is not 
surprising, in view of his breeding. 

The Big Game filly, Bignonia, was by 
no means disgraced in finishing second. as 
she was attempting to give 10 pounds to 
the speedy winner. Golden Gay. who had 
only been beaten a head by Massilia at the 
earlier Goodwood meeting, now cut up very 
badly. This was a long way below her 
form. Perhaps she, too, did not like the 
rain. Soraniyeh, another Big Game filly 
and winner of two races. was revealed 
lacking in class. 


PROSPECTS. Whatever they may turn 
out to be next year, the Gaekwar has some 
grand looking 2-vear-olds. In Jai Hind he 
has a colt built on model lines. He is a 
handsome chestnut on short strong legs and 
with the most perfect outline. He is in 
every respect a most captivating colt and 
a delight to the eye. He had only one op- 
ponent to beat and was never out of a 
canter to do so. His action is all that 
could be desired and I shall not be at all 
surprised if he proves even better than 


Makarpura. In any case they are a pair 
who may keep the Baroda’s colours wel] 
in the limelight. 

Jai Hind is by Nearco out of Sol d’Oy, 
who was bred by the grand French sports. 
man, the late M. E. de St. Alary. The mare 
is by Solario out of Fair Flame, by Bru. 
leur out of Fair Simone, by Farman. It js 
a pedigree that bristles with stamina, and 
while Jai Hind cost 10.000 guineas, he may 
prove cheat at the price. 


Even though My Babu let him down, 
Charles Smirke was in great form. He 
rode three winners during the afternoon, 
following up Jai Hind with Silver Gate 
and Laurelle 2nd. Silver Gate has trained 
on much better than some of the stock by 
The Phoenix. He is a genuine colt. very 
game, and a good finisher. So far he has 
not attempted more than a mile, but he 
won his race so comfortably as to suggest 
he might go a bit further. 


Laurelle is an own sister to the good 
horse Laurentis. He made a reappearance 
at Windsor after having undergone what 
is know as the Hobday operation for a 
wind affliction. He could never go the 
pace but it is early enough to say whether 
he will recapture his form. 

Laurelle seems to have a curious way of 
running her races. I have noticed that 
she seems to lose ground after covering a 
certain distance and probably waits until 
she catches a second wind. Then she runs 
on again. It seemed she had left herself 
with too much to do in the straight, but 
she buckled to with much energy after 
old Gremlin had taken a_three-lengths 
lead. It was in the last few strides that 
Laurelle got up for a neck victory. As the 
distance was two miles and three furlongs, 
there is nothing amiss with her stamina. 
She is a stoutly bred mare who should one 
day make a name for herself at the stud. 


Lord Astor is seldom seen on the race- 
course these days and is more interested 
in his Clievedon Stud. Joe Lawson pro- 
duced for him a stylish filly in Jet Plane, 
a typical daughter of Umidwar. She com- 
pletely outclassed the opposition and won 
in a style which suggests better things to 
follow. She is by Pharos out of So Quick, 
by Solario out of Pinprick, a family which 
has bred so many winners for Lord Astor. 
The Gaekwar supplied the runner-up in 
Raj Mahal, but he was beaten by a con- 
fortable four lengths. 


Umidwar had another 2-year-old winner 
at Windsor in the Beckhampton-trained 
Persian Rebel. She is also typical of her 
sire, but not in the first class. The Good- 
wood winner Fair Recruit won another 
race when disposing of a moderate lot in 
a race at Windsor, and the Straight Deal 
colt, Straight Over, won his third race in 
a row without being extended. Now I am 
off to York. where we shall see some high- 
class racing extending over four days. | 
shall deal with it in my next dispatch.

Eat Like a Horse 
For $10 a Month 


Nobody does anything about inflation 
but everybody talks about it. To many of 
us the happy days of reasonable prices are 
vaguely before 1940. Others can hark 
back farther than that. Hunter Moody 
did some reminiscing last week when I 
showed him a bill that Mrs. William Par- 
sons, of Lexington, brought into THE 
BLoop-Horse office. 

Mrs. Parsons has never been connected 
with the horse business. How this bill got 
mixed up with some other papers she had 
at home is a mystery. But there it was. 
She brought it to us with the thought that 
maybe there was a story in it. 

It was a monthly statement of account 
rendered to S. T. Ryley by W. R. Bras- 
field, “Dealer in and Handler of Trotters.” 
Mr. Moody, who also has had considerable 
experience as a dealer in and handler of 
horses, readily recalled Mr. Brasfield. He 
verified that in April, 1898, the date borne 
by the statement, a man could board a 
horse very cheaply and have other services 
performed at correspondingly low rates. 

S. T. Ryley was identified by Mr. Moody 
as a shrewd and personable dealer in 
horses. During the month of April. 1898, 
he boarded five head with Brasfield, who 
had a barn on South Broadway in Lexing- 
ton. He got them fed and watered at $10 
a month each. If he had wanted the 
horses to have the deluxe treatment, mean- 
ing they would have been groomed to the 
last hair, and the harness, saddles, and 
other tack polished until it glowed, it 
would have cost $15 a month. 

Pedicuring also came cheaply. Mr. Ry- 
ley’s mare Miss Ruth was shod all around 
for $1.50. A gray gelding was reset all 
around for $1; a sorrel mare was ditto for 
80 cents. 

Mr. Moody remembers, if you don’t, that 
these prices were the scale of 50 years ago. 
“T bought corn many a time for 20 cents 
a bushel or less. Oats could be had for 
25 cents a bushel, and sometimes as low 
as 18 cents. First time I had to pay as 
much as 40 cents for them, I thought it 
was murder. Good hay sold for $6 to 
$7.50 a ton. Straw was so cheap nobody 
bothered to weigh it—you got a wagon- 
load for $5.” 

In addition to the items for feeding and 
shoeing the horses, Mr. Ryley twice was 
charged extra for services performed by 
“old man Jessie.” as he was identified on 
the statement. Old man Jessie earned 15 
cents on one occasion, a dollar on another. 

“That’s right,” confirmed Mr. Moody. 
“You could hire a groom for maybe $3.50 
a week. There was an old colored fellow

REMEMBER SHIVAREE! For some 
time a communication from William S. 
Realberg, of Baltimore, has been accusing 
me from one of the trays where I hide 
stuff to be considered not today, but later.

enders would get nothing but their normal 
exercise. 

The track would pay the full amount of 
the purse only if at least 12 horses started 
in a race.

tained by the track. Mr. Realberg adds 
a parenthetical suggestion: This money 
could go to the HBPA. 

The reasons given for purse payments 
under the Realberg system are, quote, 
This would give a break to owners by help. 
ing pay expenses of inconsistent, cheap 
horses. Would also offer incentive to 
jockeys and owners to give every horse a 
limit ride because of added money for 
better position. Management benefits on 
rainy days when fields are smaller as well 
as attendance. Elimination of fourth 
money in small fields is advisable as pub. 
lic would not bet to win on extreme out- 
siders entered for purpose of picking up 
fourth money (assured) in four horse 
field. Remember SHIVAREE! He was 
beaten badly in a route test at Pimlico, 
Distance was beyond Shivaree’s capacity 
but owner gained fourth money in four- 
horse field. Public made this horse 12.1, 
End quote.
